1. Your suggestion to simplify intelligence documentation 
by heving each srocucing agency index its own publications before 
distribution has been referred to me and has been studied with 
great interest. 


4+ The form of "cooperative cataloging® which you oropese 
is en ideal solution to a very complex problem. The anplication 
of its principles to tie intelligence fanily, however, would be a 
monumental undertaking. The major difficulty lies in the fact that 
we have so many report—producine sources, As of today, there are 
hundreds of them, znd they change frequently. To out your proposal 
into effect would mean thet all sources would have to eeree in 
advence to standard rules of index~caré preparation, the use of & 
single classification schene, and a uniform filing system. With 
so many different interests to be considered, it is questionable 
if e practical method could be evolved that would setisfy the 
needs of all. 


3. In the interest of achieving inter-fgeney indexing 
unifornity, the CIA Library with the cooneration a? representatives 
of otner intelligence agencies developed an Intellisence Subject 
Coge in March 1945. The purvose of this ISC is to orovide a single 
metiod for the classification of documents which treat intelligence 
subjects. The Code is gradually gaining acceptance, and several 
intelligence docunent centers are now using it. You ure welcone 
to review a current copy of the ISC to determine if it can serve 
& useful purpose in your operations. 
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4. The interest you have shown in the broze oroblema of 
intelligence documentation is greatly avoreciated. Constructive 
suggestions such as yours contribute to the peneral good by 
stimulating thought, discussion, and imorevenent.
